De Centrale Bank van Aruba (CBA) heeft kennis- 
genomen van het persbericht van de Centrale 
Bank van Curaçao en Sint Maarten (CBCS) van 
7 oktober 2023 (PB 2023-033), getiteld Update 
over herstructurering Ennia. 
In dit persbericht deelt de CBCS mee dat zal 
worden afgezien van een doorstart en dat de 
komende weken zal worden gewerkt aan een 
gefaseerde en gecontroleerde afwikkeling van 
Ennia Caribe Leven NV (ECL). Aangekondigd 
wordt verder dat de CBCS dit scenario verder 
zal uitwerken samen met de regeringen van 
Curaçao en Sint Maarten en dat ‘vanzelfsprekend 
ook [zal] moeten worden bezien hoe het best 
om te gaan met de gezonde onderdelen van de 
Ennia-groep (…)’. In dit kader noemt de CBCS 
ook Ennia Caribe Schade (Aruba) N.V. en Ennia 
Caribe Leven (Aruba) N.V. 
Ten aanzien van de Arubaanse Ennia-entiteiten 
merkt de CBA op dat voorafgaande toestemming 
van de CBA noodzakelijk is, alvorens enige rech- 
tmatige beslissing ten aanzien van deze entite- 
iten kan worden genomen.

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ON September 29th, an article was published in the media 
titled “Imports in the month of August decreased by 34 
million.” Upon analyzing the statistics published by the 
Central Bureau of Statistics (CBS) until the end of August 
2023, they show that the total value of imported products 
reached a sum of AWG 1.8 billion. Out of this amount, AWG 
1.71 billion is allocated for local production and consump- 
tion, and AWG 90 million goes through the Freezone for 
export. The total weight until the end of August 2023 reached 
a sum of 467 million kilograms, of which 460 million kilo- 
grams are imported for local production and consumption, 
and 7 million kilograms through the Freezone for export. 


Aruba, as a small economy, imports most of the products 
that each of us purchases in supermarkets or stores. These 
products include everyday items like food, beverages, and 
construction materials. These products arrive in Aruba via 
ships or planes from different countries and are intended for 
local production and consumption or the Freezone. All prod- 
ucts are categorized into sections, such as food products, 
among others. 


When making a comparison between August 2023 and 
August 2022, the data indicates that in August 2023, there 
was an import decrease of 34 million florins compared to 
August 2022. The analysis shows that in August 2023, 
there was a 15 million florin decrease in Petrochemical 
products, 14 million less in Meat, Fish, and Seafood, Dairy 
Products intended for local production and consumption, 
and a 5 million florin decrease in Food Products through the 
Freezone. 


Regarding August 2023 compared to July 2023, the data 


reveals a 3.6 million florin decrease in imports but an increase 
of 33 million kilograms in weight. Out of the 96 different 
product sections, from meat to cement, 52 sections show a 
decrease of 33.3 million florins and 11.2 million kilograms, 
while 44 sections indicate an increase of 26.7 million florins 
and 45 million kilograms intended for local production and 
consumption. 


Public information from the Central Bureau of Statistics 
indicates a rise in value and weight until the end of August 
2023 compared to 2022. In 2022 until the end of August, 
the import value was 1.6 billion florins with a weight of 433 
million kilograms. This means that until the end of August 
2023, the total import value increased by 180 million 
florins, or 11% compared to the end of August 2022. As for 
the weight, until the end of August 2023, the total weight 
increased by 34 million kilograms or 8% compared to the 
end of August 2022. 


The data from CBS shows that until the end of August 2023, 
there is more importation both in value and weight compared 
to 2022. This indicates that even though we import more, we 
are also paying more for the imported products, and inter- 
national price levels remain relatively high. 


The Ministry of Economic Affairs, Communication, and 
Sustainable Development continuously monitors the devel- 
opment of imports and exports of products and their impact 
on Aruba’s economy.

Discover Nature, Discover Yourself 
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IN the Government of Aruba Press Conference on 
Wednesday, Prime Minister Evelyn Wever-Croes, together 
with Minister Ursell Arends, elaborated on the agreement 
that the Government of Aruba signed with the Netherlands. 
As known, during the pandemic, Aruba borrowed 916 million 
florins from the Netherlands to meet various obligations to 
our people. 
Among other things, the government introduced the FASE 
project to assist those who lost their jobs; it introduced the 
Wage Subsidy project to help the private sector retain their 
employees on the payroll. In this way, the government intro- 
duced several other support projects that almost 1 in every 
2 adults had to rely on. 


Financing: 
The Prime Minister emphasized that one of the reasons for 
Aruba’s impressive and early recovery, as also recognized 
by the IMF, is thanks to the fact that the Government of 
Aruba made these decisions very early during the pandemic. 
This financing was necessary to save lives and recover our 
country. This financing matured on Monday, October 10. 


Options Given by the Netherlands: 
The Prime Minister stressed that over the past few months, the 
Government of Aruba has negotiated with the Netherlands 
to find solutions to pay this debt. The Netherlands gave 
Aruba two options. The first option is to refinance this debt 
at market interest rates. The second option was that if Aruba 
wants a lower interest rate, Aruba will have to meet certain 
conditions, including giving the Netherlands a Kingdom Law 
(Rijkswet) to provide them with financial supervision of our 
country, the RAFT. 


Parliament Did Not Approve RAFT: 
As known, the Parliament of Aruba indicated that they do 
not support this Kingdom Law, RAFT, and passed a motion in 
Parliament where a majority in Parliament approved pulling 
the RAFT, as this would harm our growth and also harm 
the economy of our country. These are also the comments 
made by the entire Parliament after receiving the RAFT law 
last year, including those who are now in favor of continuing 
with the RAFT, namely the Action21, MAS factions, and the 
two independent parliamentarians who left the AVP Party. 
With the passing of the motion in Parliament, there is no 
longer RAFT on the table for a decision and the final word of 
Parliament. 


Hybrid Alternative: 
Subsequently, the Government of Aruba continued negotia- 
tions, and currently, the hybrid alternative is on the table. 
An alternative in which some aspects are regulated in the 
Kingdom Law and some in the national ordinance itself, trying 
to accommodate both the Netherlands and the Parliament 
of Aruba in these discussions. 


The Prime Minister announced that working on the hybrid 
alternative takes time, and Aruba has time until the end 
of 2023 for Aruba and the Netherlands to reach an agree- 
ment at the Government level. The Government set a goal 
to reach an agreement by December 1 to lower the interest 
rate further than it is now. In the meantime, a refinancing 
agreement had to be closed in view of the maturity date set 
for October 10. 


The Agreement: 
Minister of Finance, Xiomara Maduro, signed this payment 
agreement on Monday, October 10. In this agreement, the 
Netherlands offered Aruba a 20-year loan at an interest 
rate of 6.9%. “The Government of Aruba does not agree 
with this interest rate and has tried to negotiate it, but the 
Netherlands did not listen. We accepted the 6.9% now to 
rescue the financial reputation of our country and to avoid 
putting Aruba at any risk of going into default on any of 
Aruba’s debts. This is certainly important for the Wever- 
Croes II Cabinet,” the Prime Minister emphasized. 


The Prime Minister indicated that after signing the agree- 
ment, the Government of Aruba extensively informed the 
Parliament of Aruba, the First Chamber, and the Second 
Chamber. Soon, the Government of Aruba will provide infor- 
mation and explanation to union and commercial bodies and 
answer any questions they may have about this.

Aruba’s Tourism Industry Sets the Gold 
Standard for Sustainable Hospitality 
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IN the ongoing Israel-Hamas conflict, which entered its fifth 
day, the scale of destruction and the looming humanitarian 
crisis in Gaza have emerged as major concerns. This report 
provides an overview of the latest developments. 


Casualties Mounting: 
As of the latest figures, the conflict has claimed over 1,200 
lives in Israel, including more than 150 soldiers, with over 
2,700 people injured. 
In Gaza, the situation is equally grim, with at least 1,087 
reported deaths and approximately 5,000 people injured. 


Israeli Operations Continue: 
Israeli fighter jets launched attacks on approximately 450 
targets in Gaza within the last 24 hours. Notably, they heavily 
targeted the northern Gaza neighborhood of Al-Furqan, 
which Israel’s armed forces claim is a focal point for Hamas 
activities. 


Gaza’s Power Plant Shut Down: 
Gaza’s sole power plant ran out of fuel and ceased opera- 
tions after Israel cut off fuel, food, and electricity supplies 
in the aftermath of the conflict’s escalation. This leaves 
the population of over 2 million people in Gaza with limited 
access to electricity. 


International Involvement: 
President Joe Biden has expressed strong condemnation of 
Hamas’ attacks, pledging continued support to Israel. 
King Abdullah of Jordan emphasized the necessity of a two- 


state solution for lasting peace in the Middle East, despite 
the ongoing hostilities. 


UN and Humanitarian Crisis: 
The United Nations Relief and Works Agency for Palestine 
Refugees in the Near East (UNRWA) reported that nine of its 
staff members in Gaza have tragically lost their lives during 
the conflict. 
The humanitarian situation in Gaza is rapidly deteriorating, 
with hospitals overwhelmed and in need of urgent assis- 
tance. The conflict has led to an outcry from international 
humanitarian organizations. 


Displacement and Unity Government: 
Over 260,000 people in Gaza have been displaced due to 
the airstrikes, representing approximately 10% of the popu- 
lation. 


Israel’s opposition leader, Yair Lapid, has expressed open- 
ness to forming an emergency unity government to ensure 
the safety of Israeli citizens. However, the inclusion of far- 
right factions remains a potential challenge. 


The Israel-Hamas conflict remains highly complex, with a 
pressing humanitarian crisis in Gaza. Civilians, including 
journalists, are grappling with the heavy toll of the conflict, 
facing destruction that has rendered parts of Gaza unrec- 
ognizable and impacting their access to essential services. 
Despite international concerns, there are no immediate signs 
of a resolution to the ongoing conflict. 


Israel-Hamas Conflict Escalates: 


Devastation and Humanitarian Crisis in Gaza 
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IN the aftermath of the recent Hamas 
attack on Israel, various social media 
platforms, with particular attention 
to Elon Musk’s social network X, have 
experienced a surge in fabricated 
videos, images, and deceptive informa- 
tion concerning the ongoing conflict. 


Shortly after the attack, X, owned by 
Elon Musk, became inundated with 
fabricated content and misinforma- 
tion related to the situation. A notable 
example was a video shared by Ian 
Miles Cheong, a far-right commen- 
tator frequently engaged with by 
Musk, which falsely claimed to depict 
Palestinian fighters harming Israeli 
citizens. Although X’s Community Note 
feature clarified that the individuals in 
the video were members of Israeli law 
enforcement, not Hamas, the decep- 
tive video remains accessible and has 
garnered millions of views. What’s 
more, numerous other X accounts, 
including some with verified check- 
marks, have disseminated this clip. 


While disinformation has also prop- 
agated across other social networks 
such as Facebook, Instagram, and 
TikTok, X appears to have faced the 
most significant challenge in combating 
it. This could be attributed to Musk’s 
revised policies that enable anyone 
to pay for verification, in combination 
with substantial layoffs in X’s Trust and 
Safety teams. 


Despite these difÏculties, X, Meta 
(the parent company of Facebook, 
Instagram, and Threads), TikTok, and 
BlueSky have yet to respond to inqui- 
ries about their approach to this issue. 
On Monday, X reported an excess of 
50 million posts related to the conflict 
over the weekend. In response, the 
company revealed it had taken steps 
to remove recently created accounts 


linked to Hamas, flagged tens of thou- 
sands of posts for sharing graphic 
content and hate speech, and updated 
its policies to define what it considers 
“newsworthy.” 


Irina Raicu, the director of the 
Internet Ethics Program at Santa Clara 
University, pointed out that major 
social media platforms often empha- 
size the quantity of posts removed and 
accounts blocked but rarely provide 
metrics on the extent of their failures 
in preventing distortions. 
In recent years, social media platforms 
have repeatedly been exploited by 
malicious actors to disseminate disin- 
formation during real-world conflicts. 
This was evident during the 2019 
India-Pakistan crisis, which witnessed 
a surge in rumors and hoaxes on plat- 
forms like Twitter and Facebook. 


More recently, X has seen posts similar 
to the one from a user known as The 
Indian Muslim, who shared a misleading 
video endorsing Hamas. Disinformation 
researchers, however, determined that 
this video originated from the video 


game Arma 3. Another post by Jim 
Ferguson falsely claimed to depict 
Hamas soldiers using US weapons left 
behind in Afghanistan. Community 
Notes clarified that the photo actually 
featured Taliban soldiers from 2021. 
Dina Sadek, a Middle East research 
fellow at the Atlantic Council’s DFRLab, 
underscored 
the 
prevalence 
of 
outdated and recycled footage circu- 
lating online, making it challenging for 
users to discern fact from fiction. 


Disinformation isn’t confined to a 
single platform; it frequently migrates 
between TikTok and X, complicating 
efforts to combat falsehoods. 
Imran Ahmed, CEO of the Center for 
Countering Digital Hate, noted that 
“the influx of individuals spreading 
false information about the Israel- 
Gaza crisis, combined with algorithms 
that aggressively promote extreme and 
disturbing content, underscores why 
social media has become an unreliable 
source of information.” He argued that 
tech companies have shown a lack of 
interest, if not outright complicity, in 
propagating dangerous propaganda. 


Proliferation of Misinformation on Social 
Media Amid Israel-Hamas Conflict 
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IN a significant development at the United Nations, Russia’s 
attempt to regain its seat on the UN’s human rights council 
has fallen short. The nation was previously expelled from this 
esteemed human rights body in April of last year, following 
its military incursion into Ukraine. 


Russia had aimed to secure a fresh three-year term on the 
council, potentially exposing divisions among UN member 
states regarding their stance on supporting Ukraine. 
However, the Eastern European seats on the council were 
ultimately filled by Bulgaria and Albania. 
This vote occurred in the wake of a tragic Russian missile 
strike that claimed the lives of 52 individuals in the north- 
eastern Ukrainian village of Hroza. 


The voting results showed Russia receiving 83 votes in favor 
from the UN’s 193 general assembly members, whereas 
Bulgaria garnered 160 votes, and Albania secured 123. 
Prior to the vote, Albania’s ambassador, Ferit Hoxha, empha- 
sized the importance of member states demonstrating their 
unwillingness to “accept an arsonist as a firefighter.” 
Russia had pledged to address human rights concerns 
adequately and expressed its desire to prevent the council 
from being used as a tool serving the political agendas of 
certain countries, a reference often interpreted as directed 
toward Western nations. 


Diplomats noted that Russia sought to rebuild its inter- 
national credibility after facing allegations of widespread 
human rights violations both in Ukraine and within its own 
borders. 
Russia had claimed that it had the support of numerous 
member states, especially from the developing world, in the 
confidential balloting process. It was suggested that these 
nations privately sympathized with Moscow but refrained 
from openly endorsing its return to the council to avoid 
antagonizing Western nations. 


It’s worth noting that Russia’s campaign for reentry was 
marked by assertive tactics, including offering incentives 
such as grain and arms to smaller countries in exchange for 
their votes. 
Vassily Nebenzia, Russia’s ambassador to the UN, accused 
the United States of spearheading a campaign to prevent 
their reappointment to the council. 


The suspension of Russia from the human rights council in 
April 2022 saw 93 UN general assembly members in favor, 
24 against, and 58 abstaining. The newly constituted council 
for the years 2024 to 2027 will comprise Albania, Brazil, 
Bulgaria, Burundi, China, the Ivory Coast, Cuba, Dominican 
Republic, France, Ghana, Indonesia, Japan, Kuwait, Malawi, 
and the Netherlands.

Recently, two high-ranking ofÏcials from the Ukrainian Ministry 


of Defense were arrested on allegations of embezzling approximately

5. Germany Extends Support to Ukraine with a €1 Billion “Winter

package includes essential military equipment, l air defense systems, 


and ground vehicles. German Defense Minister Boris Pistorius empha- 


sized that this support would enhance the operational readiness of 


Ukrainian armed forces in the coming months. 


6. Russia Fails to Regain a Seat on the UN Human Rights Council 


Russia’s bid to rejoin the United Nations Human Rights Council was 


unsuccessful. The country’s suspension from the council in the after- 


math of the events in Ukraine led to a vote on its reinstatement.

8. President Zelensky’s Visit to Bucharest 


President Zelensky of Ukraine has embarked on an ofÏcial visit to 


Bucharest, Romania. This visit holds particular significance as it is 


Zelensky’s first to the neighboring country since the Russian invasion 


of Ukraine. The President expressed gratitude for Romania’s support 


and constructive solidarity in these challenging times. 


9. UN Security Council Condemns Recent Russian Attacks 


The United Nations Security Council has collectively condemned the 


recent attacks by Russia in Hroza and Kharkiv.

The United Nations has raised concerns regarding the lack of a 


systematic process to repatriate Ukrainian children who were taken 


to Russia or annexed areas such as Crimea since the Russian inva- 


sion. The UN High Commissioner for Human Rights cited that, of the 


nearly 20,000 children reported missing, only 400 have returned to 


Ukraine. The children often depend on their parents or guardians 


to locate and retrieve them, which can be a protracted and arduous 


endeavor. 


These updates reflect the ever-evolving situation in Ukraine. 


International support for Ukraine continues to grow, but the conflict’s 


complex nature presents ongoing challenges. As the situation unfolds, 


nations worldwide closely monitor these developments, cognizant of 


the profound impact they may have on both Ukraine and the interna- 


tional stage. 


Key Developments in Ukraine Conflict: 


Belgium to Supply F-16s, Zelensky’s 
Visit to Brussels, and More 
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NEW proposals from the European 
Commission aimed at significantly 
intensifying the fight against child 
pornography have encountered fierce 
opposition. A majority of the Dutch 
House of Representatives had already 
expressed their disagreement with 
these plans. Nevertheless, the Dutch 
caretaker 
government 
intends 
to 
partially support them. 


These plans entail that chat services 
such as WhatsApp could be ordered 
to monitor the distribution of child 
pornography and potentially grooming, 
which involves the sexual targeting of 
minors. European privacy regulators, 
the National Rapporteur on TrafÏcking 
in Human Beings, and the legal depart- 
ment of the Council of the European 
Union have all raised serious concerns 
regarding these proposals. 


Currently, it is challenging to monitor 
what happens in certain chat services 
because the messages are end-to-end 
encrypted. This means that services 
like WhatsApp, as well as the police 
and the judiciary, do not have access 
to the content of messages. 


Nevertheless, 
the 
European 
Commission aims to compel chat apps 
to scan for abusive materials. Experts 
agree that this can only be achieved 
by monitoring chat apps on users’ 
phones for this kind of content. In such 
a scenario, a “virus scanner” would 
be integrated within a chat app, which 
would trigger an alert upon detecting 
specific material. This material would 
then be forwarded to a new European 
anti-child pornography center for 
further examination. 
This method, known as client-side scan- 
ning, has been the subject of contro- 
versy. Previously, computer scientists, 


including some highly renowned cryp- 
tography experts, labeled this idea as 
“extremely dangerous.” 


According to the European Commission, 
legislation is necessary because child 
pornography is being exchanged on a 
large scale. Currently, child pornog- 
raphy is combated based on voluntary 
actions, and this approach has proven 
to be inadequate, according to the 
Commission. 


Netherlands believes the proposed 
plans go too far in using artificial intelli- 
gence to detect grooming. Furthermore, 
the Netherlands is against the use of 
artificial intelligence to automatically 
identify images of child pornography, 
even before they are included on a 
blacklist. 
The minister highlights the importance 
of EU member states making progress 
in the fight against child abuse. She 
also writes that the Netherlands aims 
to ensure that fundamental rights are 
not “disproportionately restricted.” 


Kamerlid Queeny Rajkowski of the 
People’s 
Party 
for 
Freedom 
and 
Democracy (VVD), one of the four parties 


in the Dutch House of Representatives 
that supported the legislation, shares 
this perspective. According to her, the 
“enormous flow” of child pornography 
needs to be stopped. She is confident 
that they can technically filter out child 
pornography while safeguarding the 
privacy of others who “have no harmful 
intentions.” 


Rejo Zenger, who closely monitors 
the negotiations on behalf of the civil 
rights organization Bits of Freedom, 
raises concerns regarding whether the 
negotiations will be concluded before 
new European elections are held in 
June. Zuiderveen Borgesius, a legal 
expert, points out that the legislation 
may face legal threats. “Scanning the 
chats of hundreds of millions of people 
to detect a relatively small number of 
criminals is overly invasive, no matter 
how serious the issue is.” 


He likens this legislation to EU regula- 
tions for combating terrorism, which 
entailed retaining the location and 
conversation data of all internet and 
telecom users. The European Court 
of Justice rejected that law because it 
was disproportionate. 


New European Plans to Fight Child 
Pornography Face Strong Criticism 
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THE (Dutch) Caribbean islands are facing unprecedented 
challenges posed by climate change, including rising sea 
levels, intensifying hurricanes, heatwaves, and heavy 
rainfall. In response to these threats, Royal Netherlands 
Meteorological Institute (KNMI) has published climate 
scenarios for the BES islands. In addition, a collaborative 
effort is underway to develop a Climate Impact Atlas for 
the BES islands, providing a crucial foundation for informed 
decision-making and sustainable development. In the week 
of October 16th, workshops and public lectures will be held 
on Curaçao and on Bonaire to share developments in climate 
information and management perspectives, and to discuss 
priorities for further development. 


The KNMI’23 climate scenarios were presented to Minister 
Harbers on October 9th. Even in the most optimistic scenario, 
the climate will continue to change in the future, with major 
consequences for the Caribbean. The scenarios show that 
the Caribbean will become warmer and drier. This will be 
experienced as warmer periods during the rainy season and 
drier weather during the dry season. Of particular concern 
for Bonaire is sea level rise, which could be limited under 
the low emissions scenario, but could reach over one meter 
by 2100 under the high emissions scenario. The upper limit 
could be over 3 meters if uncertain processes, such as the 
Antarctic ice sheet becoming less stable, occur before 2100. 
On St Eustatius and Saba, the likelihood of severe hurricanes 
with heavy rainfall increases in the future. A Future Weather 
experiment shows that Hurricane Irma would have had even 
higher wind speeds and rainfall rates in a warmer climate. 


The first version of the Climate Impact Atlas for the BES 
Islands is set to be developed in 2023, representing the 
initial phase of an ongoing initiative. This Climate Impact 
Atlas will translate scientific knowledge into accessible 
insights, offering essential information on climate change. 
The project was started in April 2023 and a demonstration 
of the concept for Bonaire will be included in the upcoming 
workshop in October. As the year concludes, the online 
Climate Impact Atlas, along with a roadmap for future devel- 
opments, will be unveiled. 
Collaboration 


Financed by the Ministry of Infrastructure and Water 
Management, with the CAS Foundation as the coordinator, 
the Climate Impact Atlas has garnered support from various 
organizations. Other contributing organizations include the 
Openbaar Lichaam Bonaire (OLB), TERRAMAR museum, 


EcoVision, Wageningen Environmental Research (WENR), 
Instituut voor Milieuvraagstukken (VU-IVM), Koninklijk 
Nederlands Meteorologisch Instituut (KNMI), Technische 
Universiteit Delft (TU Delft), Rijkswaterstaat (RWS), 
Informatiehuis Marien, Deltares, RVO.nl, en het Koninklijk 
Instituut van Taal-Land- en Volkenkunde (KITLV) and Dutch 
Caribbean Nature Alliance (DCNA). 
This project is closely related to other regional projects such 
as the development of a Climate Impact Atlas for Curacao: 
“KlimaKòrsou”, Restoration of resilience Dutch Caribbean, 
SEALINK and Paratus. 


Want to get involved? 
In the research programme Islanders at the Helm researchers 
and civil society partners work together to offer/propose 
tailor-made solutions based on thorough interdisciplinary 
research. The aim is to develop new, sustainable and inclu- 
sive strategies in the face of current climate challenges. 


A Transatlantic Platform (TAP) has been developed to offer 
courses, lectures and workshops to promote knowledge 
and awareness of climate challenges. The Universities in 
the region, such as the University of the West Indies St. 
Augustine Campus (Trinidad & Tobago - British Caribbean), 
University of the US Virgin Islands (UVI- US Caribbean), 
the Inter-Continental University of the Caribbean (Curaçao 
- Dutch Caribbean), Instituto Pedagogico Arubano (Aruba 
– Dutch Caribbean), The National Archaeological Museum 
Aruba (Aruba – Dutch Caribbean) and the University of St. 
Martin (Sint Maarten and Saint Martin – Dutch and French 
Caribbean), are integral partners in the TAP having hosted 
prior lecture series. There is a recognition that Kingdom- 
wide collaboration goes hand in hand with integration in the 
wider Caribbean basin. 


Climate scenarios and a Climate Impact 
Atlas for Bonaire, Sint Eustatius, and Saba 
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IN a poignant display of solidarity, pitcher Dean Kremer took 
the mound for the Baltimore Orioles in their postseason 
matchup against the Texas Rangers while his thoughts were 
thousands of miles away in Israel, where his family resides. 
Kremer, a dual Israeli-American citizen, couldnned a Star of 
David necklace as he embarked on a challenging postseason 
journey. His family members currently living in Israel were at 
the forefront of his mind, their safety inextricably linked to 
the ongoing conflicts that have engulfed the region. 


Despite the turmoil and distressing events in Israel, Kremer 
never wavered in his commitment to pitch for the Orioles in 
the Major League Baseball (MLB) postseason. In his state- 
ment prior to Tuesday’s game, the 27-year-old expressed 
relief about the well-being of his family in Israel, acknowl- 
edging the support he received from his teammates and 
manager, Brandon Hyde, during ya hesitation? No. I still want 
to pitch. But I mean, it’s going to be in the back of my head.” 
However, Kremer’s commendable spirit couldn’t prevent a 
disappointing outcome. The Orioles fell to the Rangers in 
Game 3 of the American League Division Series (ALDS) with 
a 7-1 defeat, marking the conclusion of their postseason 
journey in a 3-0 clean sweep by Texas. 


For Baltimore, making its first postseason appearance since 
2016, the outing was fraught with challenges from the 
outset, notably Kremer’s struggles on the mound. Making his 
first-ever postseason start, he couldn’t surmount the second 
inning, conceding six runs in just 1.2 innings pitched. 


Meanwhile, the Rangers surged to a commanding 6-0 lead, 
bolstered by powerful home runs from Corey Seager and 
Adolis Garcia. A late homer by Nathaniel Lowe further secured 
the victory. Rangers pitcher Nathan Eovaldi exhibited remark- 
able prowess by throwing seven strong innings, allowing only 
one run and striking out seven. 


The Orioles’ inability to avoid a sweep was a cruel twist of 
fate. Before this postseason, they had evaded a series sweep 
throughout the regular season. However, they now share an 
unusual footnote in MLB history, becoming just the second 
team to transition from an entire regular season without 
being swept to being swept in the postseason. The only prior 
occurrence was the 1998 San Diego Padres, who experi- 
enced a similar fate in the World Series against the New York 
Yankees. 


Despite the heartache of this season’s ending, Baltimore’s 
young team views this as a valuable learning experience.

IN a pivotal moment for the upcoming 2028 Olympic Games, 
the LA28 Olympic and Paralympic Games committee has 
presented its ofÏcial proposal to the International Olympic 
Committee (IOC). The proposal seeks to include five new 
sports in the 2028 Olympic program, breathing new life 
and a sense of diversity into the world’s most prestigious 
sporting event.
